NAME: United States Military Academy, West Point, N. Y. 


FOUNDED: March 16, 1802, by an Aet of Congress. 


ENROLLMENT: Authorized strength is 2,496. The men of the Corps of 
Cadets are a cross-section of American Youth, selected on the basis of 
ability and promise. They come from every state and territory in the 
Union. They hail from the city and the farm. Their fathers are 
mechanics, farmers, salesmen, lawyers, teachers—the men of Ameri- 
ta. There are Protestants, Jews, and Catholics. There are Negroes 
and Whites. All live in barracks, eat the same food, wear the same 
uniform, pursue the same courses, take the same training, and re- 
ceive the sume pay. Neither cadets nor officers are interested in any 
cadet’s financial and social status. 


MOTTO: DUTY, HONOR, COUNTRY. Every cadet pledges himself to 
the ideals symbolized by the Military Academy’s motto: attention to 
DUTY, devotion to HONOR, and service to our COUNTRY.

OUTLOOK 


The Army team is best characterized as being thin in reserves, short 
ou experience, but bigger physically than any of its predecessors since 
1950. 

Confronted with possibly the most rugged schedule in the 68 year 
history of the game here, Coach Earl Blaik is jointly faced with the task 
of rebuilding a squad that suffered severely by losses through graduation. 


Only four regulars are back in the fold from the team that won 5, 
lost 3, and tied Navy in an exciting climax to the 1956 campaign. Cap- 
tain Jim Kernan, center, and Stan Slater, an outstanding guard, arc 
the two linemen returning. Of the starting backfield against the Middies. 
only Dave Bourland, quarterback, and Mike Morales, halfback. are on 
hand. 

The problems facing the coaching staff were compounded iu Spring 
practice when it was learned that the status of Gene Mikelonis, poten- 
tially one of the finest running backs to play here in a decade, is un- 
certain. Injured in the opener against VMI, Mikelonis was out for the 
season. Prior to injuring his knee, the 20 year old second classman im- 
pressed with a 9 yard carrying average. Two operations have been per- 
formed on the knee. Gene did not play at all in the Spring. and it is 
questionable whether the knee will respond in time for heavy duty this 
season. 

To offset the opposition's superiority of manpower which figures 
to tax Army's resources to the maximum, Blaik and his aides are com: 
mitted to a more open style of play. A staunch advocate of the running 
game, Blaik is seeking to alleviate the pressure on his undermanned 
forces by placing a greater accent. on forward passing. 

In Dave Bourland, a first classman from KI Paso, lies the key to 
this stratagem. “For the first time in two years," Blaik points out, 
"we are not faced with the prospects of another major experiment." 


The veteran tactician. now in his 17th season as head coach on (he 
Plain, was of course, referring to the.quarterback position where he 
has had to gamble with inexperienced players. 


In 1955 Blaik accomplished what the experts called "the impossible" 
when he converted all-America end Dop Holleder, into a quarterback in 
one season. The payoff came with an upset victory over Navy. Last 
year, Blaik developed Bourland into a starting quarterback despite the 
fact that Dave played only momentarily in a few games the previous 
season, 

Bourland's constant. development, has taken the onus off the position 
of field general. A virtual nonentity as a sophomore, his importance to 
the Black Knights looms larger each day. He assumed command as a 
- regular at the midway mark in 1956, and did a commendable job on de- 
fense as well as offense. He completed 21 passes for 394 yards, and 
pitched six aerials for scores. 

Though the coaching staff is not pessimistic, it is apprehensive. The 
nucleus of the squad lies in a dozen lettermen. Only four of these are 
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pač du tin tackle. In addition, no interior linemen were real- 
ized Irom the Plebe squad. It is obvious then, that the line is 's

Comparatively speaking, the backfield fared much better. Six letter- 
men have returned plus several good prospects from the Plebe squad.

VARSITY COACHES 


EARL H. (RED) BLAIK 
Head Coach 

''he current campaign marks his 24th in the college head coaches’ 
fraternity. An eminent authority in the field of inter-collegiate athletics, 
he has the added responsibility of Athletic Director and heads up one of 
the most comprehensive programs in the country. 

He has devoted virtually a life time to athletics. As a player, 
coàch, and administrator, his experience spans four decades. More than 
half of this time has been at West Point where his service includes 
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seven years as backtield coach. and the remaining seventeen as head 
mentor, 

Possessing the finest record over the longest period of time of any 
active Football coach, he led Army to two National and six Eastern titles. 
Under his tutelage the Black Knights completed five undefeated sea- 
sons and have compiled winning streaks of 32 and 98 games. His West 
Point teams have averaged less ihan two eats a season. He also 
brought laurels to Dartmouth. The Big Green captured the Ivy League 
vrown in 1936 and 1937, 

The success of his teams has naturally brought him personal ac- 
claim. He was named Coach of the Year in 1946 by his colleagues in 
the coaching profession. He was similarly honored by the Touchdown 
Club of Washington in 1953. Last year, he and Al Lopez, Manager of the 
Chicago White Sox, were the recipients of the New York Press Photo- 
zgrapher's Award as "the most congenial and cooperative figures in the 
world of sport.” 

One of the most inflnential coaches in the game, he has had the 
distinction of elevating twelve members of his staff to head coaching 
positions at major schools. He has developed 23 first team all-Ameri- 
cans including the incomparable Glenn Davis and Doc Blanchard who 
were named to the exclusive circle three successive years, 

Possibly his foremost coaching effort was the 1953 season when he 
captured the plaudits of the sports world by returning Army to its 
former position of prominence among the football elite in the surprisingly 
brief span of two years. Many historians refer to this feat as not only 
his finest coaching job, but also one of the more notable achievements 
in gridiron annals. 

txcelliug in football, baseball. and basketball both at Miami (Ohio) 
University and at West Point, he was awarded the coveted Army Ath- 
letic Association saber as the outstanding athlete in the Class of o. 
He was the first, Cadet ever to compete against Navy in three sports. 
in addition, he was named à third team end on Walter Camp's All-Ameri- 
va in 1919. 

Following two years of service with the Sth Javalry, he resigned 
his commission to enter the contracting and real estate business with 
his father in Dayton. He maintains major commercial ties as à bank 
director and corporation official. 

He accepted his first coaching assignment as a hobby in 1926. 
serving under George Little at. Wisconsin. 

He first came to West Point as backtield mentor under Biff Jones 
in 1927, and returned to the Plain each fall for the Succeeding seven 
years, serving in the same capacity under the late Ralph Sasse and 
Gar Davidson, now the Academy's Superintendent. 

Dartmouth selected Blaik as head coach in 1934. In his seven year 
tenure at Hanover, he was highly successful. The Big Green won 45, 
lost 15. and tied 4 and compiled à winning streak of 2] Straight. One of 
his principal achievements there provided Dartmouth with its first vic- 
tory in the Yale Bowl, a target that had eluded the Indians for more 
than half a century. 

He responded to the call of his Alma Mater in 1941, returning to 
the Plain to rescue her declining football fortunes, which had reached 
the lowest ebb in history. Army team victories have mounted to 106 in 
these sixteen years as compared to 31 defeats and 9 ties.

A native of Parsons, Kansas. he 
graduated from West Point in 1945, but 
did not enter the coaching profession 
until four years later. 

As a Cadet he compiled a brilliant 
record as an athlete. He was accorded 
the Army Athletic Association trophy 
presented annually to the man render- 
ing "the most valuable service to athle- 
tics during his Cadet career." 

He participated in football, basket 
ball and tennis and was outstanding in 
all three sports. He was a halfback on 
Army's 1944 football squad which re- 
corded a perfect season in winning. the 
National championship. He was an all- 
America basketball player, and one of 
the finest ever to represent Army. 

He was separated from the service in 1949 with the rank of Ist 
Lieutenant, and immediately turned his talents to the coaching pro- 
fession, serving alternately at Purdue, New Hampshire, and Florida 
prior to joining Red Blaik's stalf as defensive backfield coach and head 
scout in 1956. 

While on active duty in Germany, he was head coach of the ?nd 
Constabulary Regiment which won the European championship in 1947.

The youngest member of the yarsi-

For more than fifty years the mule has been identified as the mas- 
vot of Army football. Selected by the Corps of Cadets near the turn of 
ihe century, the mule was picked probably because it was the best known 
animal to be identified with the U.S. Army. Sturdy and dependable, the 
mule was used to haul guns and supplies in many of our Nation’s 
battles. In the bush country of the Philippines, the rice fields of China 
and mud of France, the mule proved a faithful friend to the foot sol- 
dier. ; 

With the advent of mechanized warfare, the role of the mule, like 
(hat of the horse, was relegated virtually into oblivion. Two of the 
breed, however, still carry on in the role of Army mascot, which was cut 
out for them more than a half century ago. One is a full-sized Missouri 
mule named Hannibal. The other is a tiny burro called Pancho. The 
Intter was presented to the Corps of Cadets in 1939 by former Am- 
bassador Colon Alfaro of Ecuador.
